Zebra Case 
Arrests Made 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Six black men 


were arrested today in the Zebra street shoot- 
ings in which 12 whites have been murdered 
and six others wounded in random attacks over 
a six-month period, police said. 


Chief of Inspectors Charles Barca identified 


the men as J.C. Simon, 29; Larry Green, 22; 
Dwight Stallings, Thomas Manney, Manuel 
Moore and Edgar Burton, all of San Francisco. 


He said Simon and Green were arrested first, 


in a 5 a.m. raid at an apartment. They were 
booked on charges of murder, conspiracy to 
commit murder and charges of assault with a 
deadly weapon, Barca said. 


He gave no details on the other arrests, all 


made here, but said the other four men would 
be booked on conspiracy to commit murder. 


Police said a kidnaping charge also was 


involved but did not explain. 


Police did not indicate whether they an- 


ticipated further arrests in the case.

SLA Manual Found 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) — A Brazilian 


manual on political kidnaping was found in an 
Oakland apartment thought to have been a 
hideout of the Symbionese Liberation Army 
after Patricia Hearst was abducted, the San 
Francisco Chronicle reports. 


The Chronicle said in a story in today's 


editions 
that Oakland police 
found 
the 


document, the "Minimanual of the Urban 
Guerrilla," Feb. 18. Miss Hearst was kidnaped 
Feb. 4. 


The paper said police did not disclose the 


discovery in hopes that SLA members might 
return to the abandoned Victorian-style 
structure, a block away from city hall. 


That plan was discarded when Atty. Gen. 


William B. Saxbe announced April 2 that 
federal authorities had gained possession of a 
terrorist kidnaping manual and that "this 
Hearst thing was conducted right by the book." 


Meanwhile, Miss Hearst's father says he's 


not optimistic his daughter will be released by 
the SLA, despite a request by an imprisoned 
SLA founder that she be freed. 


4 Killed in Dallas 


DALLAS (AP) — A crippled ex-convict was 


arraigned today on four counts of murder in 
connection with the deaths of four persons 
whose bodies were found floating in Lake Ray 
Hubbard. Two of the victims were Ft. Hood 
soldiers. 


A $400,000 bond was set for David Kern, 29, 


who appeared at his arraignment on a pair of 
steel crutches. Kern told Municipal Magistrate 
Frances Goodwin he could not make bond. 


Police identified the victims as Michelle 


Renee Walmer, 19; Betty Cannon, 37; James 
Walker, 21; and James B. Cannon, 20, son of 
Mrs. Cannon. Walker and Cannon were 
stationed at Ft. Hood near Killeen. 


Minimum Wage Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new minimum 


wage law is in effect today, although it may be 
a few weeks before more money starts showing 
up in the pay of the 4.2 million workers who 
would be affected immediately. 


Labor Department officials said the delay is 


because they are behind schedule in sending 
out the papers explaining the changes to em- 
ployers. 


The new law is the first increase in the 


minimum wage in six years. It raises the min- 
imum in steps over the next two years to an 
ultimate floor of $2.30 an hour for 56 million 
workers.

Larry Wright informed Judge 
Nicholson the Bar has un- 
dertaken a project to obtain 
photographs 
of 
all 
former 


district judges who have: served 
Navarro County to be displayed 
in tribute to the law and their 
service. 


Formal presentation of the 


portrait of Judge Mays, who is 
convalescing at his ranch and 
will be 80 on his next birthday in 
October, was made by his law 
partner, Julius Jacobs, with the 
request to Judge Nicholson that 
he hang the portrait in "your 
Courtroom" so others 
may 


honor him. 


Jacobs, in the presence of all 


members of the Bar save for- 
mer Judge James Sewell who is 
out of the city, recalled that 
Judge Mays had served eight 
years as county judge, returned 
to private practice and served 
as district judge from 1944 to 
1958. 


"During his tenure, Judge 


Mays was known as one of the 
outstanding judges of our state. 
He 
was 
fair 
and 


fearless,"...Jacobs 
said, 


recalling that it was always 
made evident by Judge Mays 
from the bench "he was going to 
follow the law." 


In accepting, Judge Nicholson 


told the assembled Bar: "It is a 
pleasure to accept the portrait 
of probably one of the most 
eminent jurist this court has 
ever had." Acknowledging that 
he knew Judge Mays "only 
slightly" and not as well per- 
sonally as those present who 
had practiced law before the 
judge, Nicholson said he knew 
his reputation among attorneys 
and 
other 
judges 
from 


throughout the state who held 
him in the highest esteem for 
his fairness, fearlessness and 
knowledge and application of 
the law in all matters before his 
court. 


"This is not my courtroom," 


Judge 
Nicholson 


acknowledged." I am only the 
custodian of it as long as I am on 
this bench and as long as I am 
custodian, it (portrait) will 
hang in a place of honor in this 
courtroom." 


Attorney Leighton Dawson 


said of Judge Mays before 
whom he had practiced, that 
one of the things he was most 
impressed with was: "He knew 
the law ... and he brought in- 
tegrity to the law and the bench 
in Navarro County." 


Judge Mays was born in 


Navarro County ir. 1894 and Bar 
Association President Wright 


told the court that members of 
the profession felt it fitting and 
appropriate that on this May 1, 
"Law Day, U.S.A.," as "we 
celebrate the day honoring law 
and the system of justice" the 
portrait be presented as the 
first of what the Bar Association 
hopes will be a gallery of all the 
county's past district judges. 


Wright voiced a request that 


families of former judges make 
available 
to 
the 
Bar 


photographs of past judges to be 
displayed 
hereafter 
in 
the 


courtroom. 


In his tribute to Judge Mays, 


Jacobs observed that it is to the 
credit 
of 
retiring 
District 


Attorney Jimmy Morris that a 
collection of former county 
attorneys have been assembled 
and hung on the walls of the 
district attorney's office. 


Jacobs said he first became 


acquainted with Judge Mays as 
a practicing attorney in 1930, 
and formed a law partnership 
with him in 1958 following Judge 
Mays retirement 
from 
the 


district court bench. Their firm 
is now Mays, Jacobs and 
Pevehouse with City Judge Don 
Pevehouse 
the 
youngest 


member of the firm. 


"He was one of the ablest 


attorneys in our county, and 
was associated with his father, 
Richard Mays in the firm of 
Mays and Mays. His father was 
president of the State Bar 


Association," Jacobs recalled. 


As a "junior" member of the 


firm of Mays and Jacobs, 
Jacobs said he learned much 
from his association "and many 
times felt I was in school" in 
their 
14 years of practice 


together. 


"I know of no man for whom I 


have greater respect," Jacobs 
observed. "After he (Mays) 
retired from the bench, he 
didn't become 'Gus' to the 
members of the profession .... 
he was always recognized by 
the Bar as Judge Mays. 


"The Bar Association felt it 


appropriate therefore to put his 
and former judges' pictures in 
our courthouse....we are long 
overdue in recognizing 
the 


services of members of the Bar 
who have served on the bench in 
this 
county," Jacobs said, 


formally presenting to Judge 
Nicholson the portrait. 


Judge Nicholson convened a 


special session of the court on 
Law Day to mark the ob-

budget of $337,400 which will 
include a total salary increase 
for employes of $242,800 to meet 
the new minimum wage law 
requirement 
of $1.90 which 


becomes effective May 1. 


The new minimum wage law 


effective May 1 includes a 
minimum standard of $1.90; $2 
effective Jan. 1, 1975; $2.20 
effective Jan. 1, 1976, and $2.30 
effective Jan. 1, 1977. 


THE BOARD also approved 


hospital rate hikes that include 
an increase from the current 
range of $40-46 for a private 
room to $47.75-53.75; a semi- 
private, $36-38 to $43.75-$45.75; 
ward, $35 to $42.75; ambulatory 
care, $25 to $30; nursery- 
regular, $23 to $26.25; nursery- 
intensive care,$35 to $38.25. 


Operating

procedure per hour will in- 
crease from $74 to $79.50; minor 
procedure per hour, $50 to 
$55.50; recovery room per hour, 
$12.25 to $13.25; anesthesia per 
case, $5 to $6; delivery room,

modality, $4.25 to $5. 


THE BOARD approved an 8 


per cent increase for X-rays, a 4 
per cent increase for laboratory 
fees, and 50 cents for inhalation 
therapy per procedure.

will increase from $6 to $7.25. 


The new hospital rates are 


effective May 1. 


Administrator Gene Barren 


and Richard Harwell, business 
manager, 
proposed 
salary 


increases. They pointed out 
turnover in employment in the 
hospital as a major reason. 


THEY 
EXPLAINED 
that 


turnover is 30 per cent in ad- 
ministration; 54 per cent in 
nursing; 100 per cent in physical 
therapy; 
125 per 
cent 
in 


inhalation therapy; 43 per cent 
in dietary and 69 per cent in 
housekeeping. 


In other business, the board 


authorized Barren to write a 
letter to the architect drawing 
up plans for expanding the 
hospital parking lot. The letter 
will state the feelings of the 
board regarding progress being 
made on the plans. Members 
agreed progress is somewhat 
slower than they had expected. 


BARRON reported that the 


hospital needs $89,000 to match 
Hill-Burton 
Funds 
for 


emergency room expansion. 


He also noted that he would 


continue to communicate with 


Navarro County commissioners 
concerning a contract for the 
expansion. 


Dr. Robert Mertz, hospital 


chief of staff, told members of 
the board that the hospital 
committee staff met with board 
members A. G. Godley and B. 
Lynn Sanders and discussed the 
problems in the emergency 
room area. He explained that 
members of the staff agree that 
it is a high priority area and all 
agreed to help in anyway they 
can with the expansion.

School Has to Hustle for Gas 
Buses Nearly Didn't Run

"The 
Impossible 
Dream" 


that almost every student who 
rides a bus to school has 
dreamed very nearly became a 
reality for Corsicana public 
school bus students. 


The dream: the buses aren't 


running. 
The 
reason: 
no 


gasoline. 


Supt. Joe Lindsey said this 


morning he received 
word 


shortly before noon Tuesday 
that the Corsicana Independent 
School 
District 
would 
not 


'receive any more gasoline this 
school year, despite the fact 
that today's regular runs would 
have exhausted all local sup- 
plies. 


That 
announcement—from 


the federal energy office in 
Dallas—transformed 
the 


superintendent's afternoon into 
a series of almost desperate, 
almost 
continuous telephone 


conversations, Lindsey said. 


As a result of the hotbed of 


telephone 
activity 
and 


assistance 
from 
a 
local 


agricultural service, however, 
the 
superintendent 
advises 


adequate gas allocations have 
been approved. 


The buses will run. 
Lindsey said his afternoon of 


long 
distance 
conversations 


included the Dallas 
federal 


energy office and the Texas 
Emergency 
Fuel Allocation 


Office in Austin. But he couldn't 
get 
satisfaction, he noted, 


before contacting Will Jones, 
executive 
director 
of 
the 


Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service located in 
the 
Navarro 
County Cour- 


thouse. 


Lindsey said after he filled 


out 
"new" required 
ap- 


plications and forms, Jones 
called the emergency office in 
Austin. Following that call, the 
Austin 
office 
authorized 


allocation of 5,000 gallons of 
gasoline for the school district 
to fulfill its needs for 
the 


remainder of the term. 


Lindsey said he 
received 


confirmation of the allocation 
from Tom McCullough of Mobil 
Oil Corp., the school district's 
local gasoline supplier, at ap- 
proximately 5 p.m. Tuesday. 


"It's 
frustrating," Lindsey 


said this morning. "You have to 
do something (bus students to 
meet the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare's in- 
tegration guidelines), then you 
can't get the supplies to do it." 


Lindsey said Tuesday, prior 


to approval of the allocation, he 
was "upset to say the least. 
We've got to have gasoline to 
run our buses for the rest of the 
school term...but right now I 
don't know where we are going 
to get it..." 


The superintendent said the 


Dallas office said they could not 
help him because Corsicana

Industrial Park Grant Eyed 


City Manager Dick Ballenger told city commissioners 


present for a workshop session Tuesday that the board of 
directors of the Corsicana Industrial Foundation and Mayor 
Youngblood had met with him to discuss the possibility that 
the city hand in a pre-application to the Farmers Home 
Administration for a $500,000 grant to help develop a tract of 
land into an industrial park. The tract goes through the 
Chattanooga Glass Co. and crosses the railroad. 


He said the city would not have to bear the expense if the

Social Security 


Some employers won't hire people unless they have a social 


security number.so students and other planning to get summer 
jobs should apply for a number now if they don't already have 
one, according to David Helmer, social security manager in 
Corsicana. 


"Delaying your application might prevent your employment 


or cause you to lose time and wages in a job requiring a social 
security number," Helmer said. "When you don't recall having 
had a social security number before, your application is 
screened against central files in Baltimore to make sure a 
second number isn't issued to you—and screening takes time. 


"YOU SHOULD apply for your social security number at least 


several weeks before you need it for a job," he said. "You can 
get information about applying by calling, writing, or visiting 
the Corsicana social security office." 


A worker builds disability, survivors, retirement, 
and 


Medicare protection by work and earnings credited to his social 
security number. He gets credit if he's paid $50 or more in a 3- 
month calendar quarter in work covered by social security. 


MORE THAN nine out of 10 jobs are covered by social 


security. "Your social security number is yours alone and 
remains the same for life," Helmer said. "When you get a job 
covered by social security, be sure your employer copies your 
name and number correctly from your social security card to 
his records." 


PEOPLE APPLYING for a social security number for the 


first time may be asked to prove their age, identity, and 
citizenship, according to Helmer. 
The Corsicana social security office is at 415 North 12th Street. 
The phone number is 874-8206.

Shortages Not Expected to Faze Texas Tourists

Al Trent at Kerrville was 


talking the other day about 
summer visitors and how he 
doesn't believe the gasoline 
problems will stop them. 


Indications are that the tour- 


ist business will be as good or 
better than ever, Trent says. 


And a survey across Texas 


shows the same outlook, wheth- 
er you're talking about summer 
cottages on the beach or in the 
cool Hill Country around Ker- 
rville. 


Or a major gateway for vaca- 


tions in Mexico. 


Or one-day attractions such 


as Six Flags over 
Texas 


Amusement park and the LBJ 
complex at Stonewall. 


If you don't think the tourist 


business is important to you, 
remember that people visiting 
Texas last year spent $1.5 bil- 
lion and some of that must 
have trickled down to almost 
everyone. 


Almost all observers say they 


expect visitors to come from 
lesser distances this year, but 
this ouutlook is clouded by re- 
cent facts from the Texas High- 
way Department It reports 
that the greatest number of 
tourists—12 per cenU-in the 
three winter months just past 
came from California. Next 
highest was seven per cent 
frtim Oklahoma and five per 
cent from Ixmisiana. 


Washington has sworn a 


mighty oath that there will be 
gasoline for vacations. But you 
know how people are. Most of 
them look at government prom- 
ises with a jaundiced eye. 


But Trent is trustful. One of 


his civic responsibilities is to 
keep a clear view of the tourist 
situation. 


He pointed to deer hunting 


last year around Kerrville, 
where the latC'Lyndon B. John- 
son said thete are more deer 
than people. This was in the 
fall during the worst of the fuel 
squeeze. 


"There was no decrease 


shown in hunters last year," 
Trent said, "and we don't an- 
ticipate anything less 
this 


year." 


He added, too, that "it ap- 


pears we have more con- 
ventions coming in this sum- 
mer than last." And to get to 
Kerrville, you almost have to 
drive the family car. 


Trent pointed out that Ker- 


rville is more for the visitor 
who stays rather than one who 
drops into the city, looks at a 
few museums and scoots out 
again. Many rent summer 
homes because of the cool 
weather and others own sum- 
mer places. 


Trenton also says there may 


be a trend toward visitors com- 
ing from shorter distances. 
Then he contradicts himself 
somewhat by saying the city's 
convention 
bureau 
got 380 


queries in one day recently, 
mostly from outside Texas. 


Harold Woods, LBJ State 


Park superintendent, says 36,- 
836 persons visited there in 
February. 


A year ago, shortly after 


Johnson's death, the February 
figure was 86,000—there was a 
sharp upturn in visitors each 
month after he succumbed. A 
better comparison would be 
February 1972 when there were 
18,000. 


The park is No. 2 in drawing 


power for visitors to Texas. 


Linda Doty of Six Flags over 


Texas, the state's No. 1 tourist 
attraction with 2,267,000 admis- 
sions last year, also said vis- 
itors might come from shorter 
distances. 


But, "We are not worrying 


about the effect of gasoline 
shortages this year," she said. 


Park workers check gasoline 


stations and will tell anyone 
who asks where fuel is avail- 
able. 


Laredo is one of the big fun- 


nels from the United States to 
Mexico. Jim Parrish of the La- 
redo Times has just returned 
from 18 days in the Mexican in- 
terior and says there are no gas 
problems there. 


Pemex, the government oil 


monopoly, gives top priority to 
tourists. 


Parrish says it appears more 


persons now are combining a 
trip to Laredo with a visit to the 
interior of Mexico. 


"We've been getting fewer 


visitors who just run down to the 
border on the spur of the 
moment or for a weekend trip," 
he said. 


Figures at the Laredo inter- 


national bridge show the num- 
ber of persons crossing in the 
last three months is up about 12 
per cent over the same period 
last year. 


Persons crossing one way 


south in 1972 totaled 9.9 million, 
and this went up to 10.3 million 
in 1973. 


Parrish quoted Mrs. Carmen 


Botello, manager of the Laredo 
Bridge Systems, a city-owned 
agency, as saying persons de- 
pending on tourists were very 
apprehensive when the Sunday 
gas station closings began. But 
fears proved groundless. 


Corpus Christi and vicinity is 


another area where visitors 
stay for considerable periods. 
Some are escaping frigid north- 
ern winters and their numbers 


were down about 15 per cent 
during the season just passed. 


But a busy summer is ex- 


pected, and the tourist organ-

izations are promoting Corpus 
Christi vacations strongly with- 
in 200 miles and in Mexico. Suf- 
ficient gas can be found. 


South Padre Island is a sum- 


mer as well as winter vacation 
spot. Betty Prcin, Chamber of 
Commerce manager, said sev- 
eral motels are booked up from 
mid-June through Labor Day. 


She adds, "It looks like more 


Texans are going to take their 
vacations in Texas this year." 


Mrs. June Tallant, town sec- 


retary for South Padre Island, 
said building permits in Febru- 
ary, the worst month of the year 
for finding gasoline there, were 
$1 million. There are no com- 
parable figures since the town 
was not incorporated until last 
July. 


People are still pretty shaken 


about the gas situation.

— 


straight chairs with low backs, 
wooden arms and turned front 
legs. 


But those of the 1875 con- 


vention, held in Austin's muggy 
late summer and early fall cli- 
mate, had wooden seats and 
backs, with holes to let the air 
circulate over a sweaty dele- 
gate's back and rear. The 
present 
delegates 
enjoy 


leatherpadded seats and backs, 
embossed in gold with the state 
seal, along with air condi- 
tioning. 


Rep. Henry Sanchez, D- 


Brownsville, filed the largest 
order—for 50 chairs—and paid 
for them with a $9,526 check. 


He said he was buying them to 


resell at cost to friends, family 
and political supporters who 
had told him they would like to 
have copies of the convention 
chairs. 


"These chairs are committed. 


But if I have any left over, sure 
they are for sale," Sanchez 
said. 


Callers have offered him up to 


$1,000 or $1,500 for a chair, he 
said.

Faded Beauties 
Turn Cinderella 


DALLAS (AP) — For a while 


each week the faded beauties of 
Golden Acres get to be Cinde- 
rella, albeit on canes and in 
wheelchairs. 


"It's been such an uplift. I am 


81 years old yet I have the skin 
of a 50-year-old," beamed one 
proud lady. 


Through a program funded 


through the Dallas Geriatric In- 
stitute, the residents of Golden 
Acres are treated each week to 
a facial message with cold 
creams and cleansers, fresh 
makeup and a hairstyle. 


"The point we have tried to 


prove is that older women are 
still interested in how they 
look," explained Marvin Ernst, 
director of the institute. "The 
better they look, the better they 
feel." 


After six months, the pro- 


gram has proved to be a rousing 
success, says Ernst. "We don't 
accept the philosophy that in- 
stitutional care must remain 
the same ... it must change for 
the better. Moving to a nursing 
home doesn't have to be the end 
of the world." 


Fifty women, aged 57 to 94, 


have been taking part in the 
grooming program. 


Ernst said some of the elderly 


men who had been watching the 
weekly transformations de- 
cided they, too, wanted to look 
more dashing and began re- 
ceiving facials and grooming. 


The men soon dropped out, 


however, said Ernst, because of 
disinterest.

The call 
to Powell State Bank was 
similar to the one made to the 
Rice Bank. At 1:45 p.m., Paul 


Sloan, bank president, received 
a call from a male asking that

presidents described the caller 
as having "a very 
smooth, 


businesslike voice." He said a 
search of both banks turned up 
no bombs, although the caller
